Hansen school official, EPA 
disagree over asbestos procedure

HANSEN • The head of 
Hansen School District doesn’t 
like the way the Environmental 
Protection Agency handled 
asbestos concerns during demoli- 
tion of the old Hansen High 
School a year ago- 
The EPA stands by its actions. 
The demedidon wreaked havoc 
when the EPA learned the dis- 
trict inadvertently began tearing 
down the buildi^ without ffrst 
cheddng for asbestos that could 
become airborne as building 
materials were crushed. ' 

The EPA advised the district 
to immediately tesp for 
asbestos, saying its own results 
might not be available for thre^ 
weeks. The earliest results- 
available - provided by a pri- 
. vate company - showed 


asbestos in roofing and plaster. 

But other samples produced 
differing results. 

In a nutshcB, the district hired 
Materials Testing Sc ffispe^on 
Inc. of Boise to test materials 
that bad shown borderline levels 
of asbestos in previous samples. 
Tests found asbestos only in plas- 
ter, and the levels were too low 
to be regulated. Columbia 
Technical Service of Buhl had 
been hired by one of the dis- 
trict’s contractors. It found regu- 
lated levels of asbestos in plaster 
and roofing. The EPA reported 
asbestos above legal limits in 
floor paper only. 

In li^t of the conflicting test 
results. Superintendent Dennis 
Coulter maintains the district 
should have bad more time to 
assc»'the p~robleitn>efore rush- 
ing to dispose of all debris as

Great salt debate among researchers 
still seasoned with spicy controversy

From the dim beginnings of 
the human race, people have 
cravedsalt , 

Eariy hominids sought out srit 
licks to satisfy their needs. The 
first agriculturists put it in their 
bread. As dties and towns began 
to develop, men established the 
first tracu^ routes in order to 
put salt on their tables. 

In some countries, salt was 
traded ounce for ounce for gold. 
The Chinese made coins out of 
salti and the Romans paid their 
solders a salarium, or payment 
in salt. 

' Today, however, salt is viewed 
a bit differently at least by 
health authorities. Although 
humans still crave it avidly and 
food processors ure it n>uiit^ to 
■enbanfw Slmr^woa major, med- 
ical groups urge us to remove it 
freon our tables nod our IdtdwiuL 
Salt, they say, is a leading 
cause>« high bkf pressui^ and 
this hyi^rtension, in turn, is a 
major cause of heart attacks, 
"strsdees and death. To combat its 
foul effects, they say, virtually 
everyone should put the saltcel- 
lar dmn. Rlnnd is beautifuL 
But bold OD, a vocal minoriw of 
researchers insist. While it is 
dear that salt is ltnla»d to hn^ 
tendon in some individuals, tb^ 
say, the vast majority of people 
are either unaffected it or can 
control hypertension by simply 
eating a healthier diet. And in' 
some cases, low salt coosumption 
might even be dangerous.

'“The issue is not blood pres- 
sure,” says Dr. -Michael H.

“The 
issue is life, heart attacks and 
strokes. There is no evidence 
' (lowering salt intake) wQl extend 
life or nmke it better in any way... 
Absent that evidence, we are not 
justified in asking UO million 
Americans to change their diet" 
“For 20 years, we have not told 
people wimt they need to bear, 
whid is that the best way to con- 
trol blood pressure is to conqpl 
weight, drink alcohol only in 
moderation and exerdse,” says 
Dr. David A. McCorron of Oregon

QUESTION: What b a credit shelter trust?

It b a tnist used primarily by married people with significant 
assets to avoid or reduce estate taxation. It also goes by the names of 
exemption, bypass, or *8' trust (in an AB trust arrangement). 

If a married person with substantial assets leaves everything 
outright to the sunriving spouse the survivor’s estate is often dMblcd 
in size. An enlarged estate is much more likely to be subject to estate 
taxation at the time the survivor dies. 

Most spouses have the dual objectives of leaving their property 
for the care and support of the survivor without having l)» IRS take 
money from the survivor's estate that would otherwise go to the 
couple's children as an inheritarree when both are gorre. 


If the first spouse to die leaves part or all of hTs estate in a credit 
shelter trust for the benefit of the surviving spouse both objectives • 


support and tax savings - can be achieved. Currently, any couple 
whore combined assets approach more than $625,000 In value 
should consider providing for the benefits a credit shelter trust ofiws..

"We tbou^t it was a good idea 
to bring Sdentific American’s 
experience and authority to the . 
topic of women’s health,” Ezell 
said. "We tried to hit all' the 
important topics.”
